Mosr of the proscribed sects in China 
have -been partly religious, but that 
ig not the case with the ‘Isai Li of 
'Tientsin or the Kolao Hui of Hunan. 
The sect. that rose to the highest 
notoriety as a political society in China 
formerly was certainly the White Lily 
Society, and this was partly a vegetarian 
sect, as appears from the information 
collected by the hegovernient when it gave 
trouble: It had:an existence of nearly 
a century aid disappeared ‘when put 
down'finally by force in the reign of 
Chia Ching at the beginning of this 
century. We never hear of it now. The 
White Lily Society began in Hupeh. 
From this province it spread to Szechuan 
and then expanded also into. Honan and 
Shensi. It was partly condemned as a de- 
praved sect and partly as rebellion. What 
isin official language a.“ depraved sect” 
or Asie chiao is plain from the statute 
book and from official memorials. It is 
characterised as exciting and deluding 
the pepe and leading them to lawless 
conduct. ‘I'he punishment to a local 
magistrate for allowing this to be done 
in his jurisdiction is deprivation of rank 
only. If he excites the people to rebel- 
lion so that a city is lost to the govern= 
ment, he is by law to be beheaded. 
‘Phere is this difference, und in reporting 
a local trouble the magistrate naturally 
calls it the act of a depraved sect if he 
can decently do so, because this dimin- 
ishes his own criminality. Consequently 
in reports to the Government, magis- 
trates “usually represented the White 
Lily movement as the act of a depraved 
vegetarian sect, although, as a Censor 
pointed out at the time, the magistrates 
were guilty of gross neglect in not sooth- 
ing, exhorting, and guiding the peo- 
ple, and of pressing them to pay undue 
taxes, worrying them to do work there 
was no call for, and exercising over them 
a tyranny beyond all reason.

Everybody 
who has to do with Chinese knows how 
easily they are stitred up if otice in an 
excitable mood, and the Kolao Hui men 
and others will'have easy work. We ought 
todo all in our power to restore and pre- 
serve their confidence in the maintenance 
of peace, which is certainly not done by 
warlike preparations. ‘These may’ do for 
anarchists and belligerent nations in Bu- 
rope, but not.for an irritable nation like 
the Chinese who by themselves are peace- 
able and orderly. It is not done by pro- 
clamations and threats to offenders pub- 
lished in placards, which cause crowds to 
assemble and at which the agents of the 
secret society laugh in their presence. 

The only way is to show the Chinese by 
our own bebaviour that we fear no trouble. 
We ought to go our ways quietly as at 
other times. 

T think we are well enough prepared ; at 
least it is too late to do anything useful: 
now, for by every unusual movement we 
rather run the risk to raise the trouble 
that we just wish to keep down.

{given them war nd yet in the over- 

ded steamers to-day disaster would 
vitably follow wn outbreak of fre. ‘That 
h disaster has nut occurred lately 
with ships full of thieves, 
rowdies, and the loating scum of the 
Yangtze valley. ‘The eatnings from these 
cheap fares are, Ibelieve, hardly equal to 
the returns from a moderate number of 
[passengers carried at reasonable fares, so 
the agents have not even the excuse of 
1 money out of this disgraceful state 
of affairs. 

We all know the folly of expecting 
reason from competing steamer agents, and

RIOTS AT HAIMEN AND 
TSUNGMING. 


‘The following information has been re- 
ceived from the Superior of the Jesuit 
Mission at Haimén and Tsungming :— 

Maokiatsen is the most important town 
in Haimén, and 6a rather large 
church and & central school for boys. Since 
15th June it was announced that ‘members 
of the Kolao Hui had arrived, and all the 
ragamuffins of the place were on the look- 
out for pillage. On the 20th an’ attempt 

e to set fire to the dwelling-house, 
but the flames were easily put vut. ‘The 
civil official and his military confrdve 
showed themselves well disposed, ' but 
had not a single soldier at hand. ‘They 
themselves began to patrol at night, and 
sent four or five followers to guard the 
mission, ‘They obtained five soldiers, and 
afterwards ten, froma customs station, and 
placed them onguard at the mission. On the 
evening of the 21st all appeared quiet. 

At the girls’ school, however, the state 
of affairs was different.
